The tetter ia 
addressed to a rotative in this i ity, who 
bflB for warded it to President EUrrJflon. 
Oolbura gives a review of the circum- 
stances which led to the recent revolu- 
tion, aml,fltates how he and the other 
mem bora of her cabinet refused to Bign 
the new constitution which the queen 
had prepared. He then states that on 
the following day the leaders oi the op- 
position tried to induce the cabinet to 
depoae the queen and- declare a provie- 
ional government.

"We summoned eix of the moet re- 


sponsible business men oE the city, also 
the diplomatic corps. They met us, ex- 
cepting''^ T. Stephens, the American 
minister.

When we told him we 
hfcd 700 men under arms and were equal 
to the situation, his reply was lh*t he 
had acknowledged the provisions of the 
goTernment and would support it. We, 
the government, came to the conclusion, 
al we did not wish to come into conflict 
with United States troops, to yield under 
protest. The action of the American 
miniiler is degradiair.

Ex-Governor John P. St. John of Kan- 


sas made a remark to that effect ia Kut- 
ner ball last night as he surveyed tbo 
well filled auditorium. It waa raining in 
torrents, but the people were there to 
hear him speak. 


Eev. T. H. B. Anderson waa selected 


as chairman of tho meeting. He mado 11 
brief addreap in which he expressed his 
pleasure 011 being'present at tho meet- 
ing. 
He believed that the audience 


should (eel complimented on being ad- 
dressed by EO -eminent a gentleman as 
ex-Governor St. John of Kansas. 


Mr. St. John wag then introduced and 


began by Baying that he first visitoi Cali- 
fornia lp 1851! and spent seven years hero 
and.frequently wished he had not gout 
away. Fortv years PRO next August he 
wits passing through the great San Joaquin 
valley on bit) way to Los A'ngeles, rid in K 
a mule, in company with two other men. 
At that time he could have.traded that 
mulo f-.T 1000 acres of Fresno county 
land, but he would not trade. If he bar 
made the trade he would have been aenl 
to tbe insane asylum, because he could 
ride the mule out of the country but he 
could not tide the land, and tho lai 
was regarded BS utterly worthless. 


Ignorance and 
prejudice were tbo 


things he was battling against. In 18G2 
ho was prosecuted in Illinois under a 
statute making it M penitentiary offense 
punishable by imprisonment of not less 
than two yeara, coupled with a fine of 
$1000, to feed a negro. A negro boy 
came to his house hungry and the 
speaker cave him bread. For this he 
was indicted and tried, bnt fortunately 
he was acquitted, otherwise he would 
not be making the present address, be- 
cause if convicted he would had to re- 
main In tbe state prison until tbe fine 
and coata were paid. He made up his 
mind, as he then told the judge who 
(ried him, that Trheneror man's law 
came into conflict with God's law he 
would regard God's law and submit to 
tbe punishment imposed by the law of 
man.

The report of the Fresno, Water com- 


pany for the year ending December 31, 
1892, Phowa total receipts of $41,061.20. 
The population of Freano city by the 
census of 1890 was 10,818, and the re- 
ceipts nf the water company for 1892 are 
equal to $3.83 cents per head per annum 
for every man, woman and child iu 
Fresno. In twenty yeais at the same 
rate $839,224 will have been collected 
from the people of this city for wutor 
rates. 


It may be said that Ilia population of 


this city has been increased since 1890. 
Granting this to bo the feet tbe principle 
of tho proposition will not be altered, tor 
the same plant in the way of mains will 
supply u deaser population at about the 
same cost. Even if the coat of pump- 
ing, etc., should be greater tho receipts 
arising out of a greater density of popu- 
lation in a given area would be propor- 
lionately larger, and the net profits 
rvould also bo increased in like propor- 
ion. 
It should ba bprno in mind that it cost 


more in proportion to supply 500 people 
on a linear mile of water mains than it 
would to supply 1COO persona on a milo 
if mains. Consequently as population 
>eeomea deneer thero will be more profit 
n the business. 
The value of the plant of tbe water 


company, as elated by ita secretary, is 
240,590.29, acd it ia to be presumed- 
hat the value of the plant is not under 
iBtimated by the com'nany. 


Suppoae the city should iaauo 20-year 


> per cenc serial bonds lor $250,000 to 
establish a plant equally aa good as the 
preeaut plant of the water works. Would 
water rotes be cneoper or otherwise? 


The interest on $250,000 for twenty 


years would amount to $131,260, and the 
mm total of principal and interest would 
>e $381,250. To this should be added 
the running expenses which lor 1892, 
exclusive of betterments and intoreat on 
the plant, wore $14,730 44. Mullij.lying 
thip by twenty years will give a total ot 
$^94,728.80. Adding this to the total 
cost of the bonds will give a total of 
8076,978.81} OB against a total of $839,224 
which the people have to pay for water 
ratoa under the private ownership. This 
will leave a difference of $103.245.20 in 
lavor of the people, or $8102.20 per an- 
aum saved iu the water rates, and the 
city would own the plant besides.
